Col. Kerens announced at the Chi- 
cago Republican Convention that he ex- 
pected to he the next United States 
Senator from Mtssourt. 

‘You know,’’ he said, “I sold a rail- 
road to buy a newspaper and I am much 
stronger in politics than I used to be.”’ 

Col. Kerens referred to the St. Louis 
Times in which he owns a controlling 
interest. He has stock, too, in the St. 
Joseph Gazette ,and, through the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad Co., 
he enjoys the friendship of the Kansas 
City Journal. , 

Defeated Four Years Ago. 

Col. Kerens was a candidate for 
United States Senator four years ago. 
At that time he was defeated in the 
caucus by Thomas K. Niedringhaus, 
then chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. Subsequently, Kerens bolt- 
ed the Niedringhaus nomination and in 
sion threw his strength to Maj. Wil- 
liam Warner, who was elected. 

On several occasions, when the Re- 
publicans failed to contro] the General 
Assembly, Kerens was honored with 
the minority nomination for Senator by 
the Republicans of that body. 

He served two terms as national com- 
mitteeman from Missouri. 

The sensational fight of 1905 split the 
Republican party in the State and few 
of the Kerens lieutenants have been 
active in politics since that time. 

In the Republican State convention 
four months ago, the leaders refused to 
consider Kerens for national committee- 
man, 

Of all the candidates mentioned by 
both parties for the senatorship, Kerens 
is the wealthiest and probably one of 
the most resourceful.

His senatorial campaign in 190 is said 
to have cost him $50,000.

Pillsbury-Washburn Concern 
Unable to Get ‘Cash ‘for 
Wheat Purchases. 








MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. &.—Be- 
cause of lack of ready cash with which 
to buy wheat at its present high price in 
order to meet export contracts, the 
Pillsbury Washburn Milling Co., 
the biggest grain and flour house in 
the world, was thrown into the hands 
of receivers at 11 o'clock today. 

A meeting of the creditors will be held 
Monday. The mills of the company have 
not been shut down and the receivers 
declare. will not. The company is im- 
mensely wealthy. Most of the stock 
is held in England. 

The receivership proceedings were in- 
stituted before Judge Milton Purdy of 
the United States District Court. The 
application was signed by the Second 
National Bank of St. Paul, the North- 
western National, the First National, 
Security National and Swedish-Ameri- 
can National of Minneapolis and John 
S. Pillsbury, a shareholder. 

Assets Are $15,000,000, 

The unsecured liabilities were placed 
at $5,000,000 and secured liabilities at 
$4,000,000. The assets are $15, .00,000. 

Attorney Jacob Newman of Chicago, 
who represented creditors to the amount 
of $1,500,000, was nresent. He represents 
banks all over the country, including 
financial! institutions in Chicago, Omaha, 
Milwaukee, St. Louis, Kansas City, Des 
Moines and Keokuk. 

It is asserted that banks in Minnesota 
and in the West anu .orthwest hold 
the company’s notes for sums ranging 
from $200 to $100,0C0. 

Judge Purdy named C. 8. Pilisbury, 
son of the late Charles A. Pillsbury. A. 
C. Loring, head of the Northwestern 
Consolidated Milling company, and A. C. 
Cobb, an attorney, as receivers. 

There will be interruption to business 
of the company, pending reorganiza- 
tion. 

~ Recelvers Issue a Statement. 

This afternoon a statement was issued 
from the receivers office, which said: 

‘This company, which has always en- 
joyed a reputation second to none, and 
is the successor of the interests which 
first made Minneapolis famous as 4 
milling center, has found it necessary 
to the conservation of the interests of 
its creditors and shareholders to place 
property temporarily in the hands of 
the Circuit Court in order that the 
rights and interests of all parties in 
any way concerned may be fairly and 
effectually preserved. 

“The Pillsbury-Washburn Flour Mills 
Company (limited) is the largest milling 
company in the world and it may not 
be generally known that it has exten- 
sive and varied interests aside from 
those directly connected with its princt- 
pal business of manufacturing flour, [t 
is the owner of the St. Anthony Falis 
Water Power Compauy, which controls 
aM of the water power upon the east- 
erly side of the Minneapolis river at 
Minneapolis, and is the owner also of 
the Minneapolis Mill Company, which 
controls all the water power upon the 
westerly side ef the river.’

He had a shotgun loaded to re- 
pulse melon thieves. 

As he was watching the patch he saw 
his wife and Alexander drive by in the 
moonlight. The sight angered him and 
he resolved to lay in wait for them 
when they returned to town.

friend that he intended to demand a 
man’s satisfaction. 

_ Waited With Shotgun, 

With his shotguns loaded with buck- 
shot he sat by the side of the road and 
when the buggy came back he saw his 
wife in the arms of Alexander, who 
was kissing her. The line were tied to 
the bars of the buggy top and the two 
vere so intent upon their lovemaking. 
that they were rot aware that they. 
were seen until Hill rushed into the 
road, 

After stopping the horse by grasping 
the bridle Hill leveled the gun and fired 
twice in quick succession. Both missed 
Alexander owing to Hill’s excitement 
and the uncertain light. 

At the first shot Alexander leaped over 
the side of the buggy and ran down 
the road. The second shot missed him 
and stray shot struck Mrs. Hill but 
did not seriously injure her. 

As Alexander fled Hill pursued, toad- 
ing hig shotgun as-he ran. 

Caught Man After Chase, 

Mrs. Hill ran after her husband shout- 
ing to him not to shoot.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 8.—Alleging 
that his creditors are pressing unfair 
claims against him and that he is un- 
able to pay, Harry K. Thaw, slayer 
of Stanford White, has, through his at- 
torney, Charles Morshauser of Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., and ex-Gov. Stone of 
Pennsylvania filed a petition in bank- 
ruptey in the United States Court here. 
Detective Roger 6’Mara was named as 
receiver for Thaw’s estate and gave 
bond for $200,000, 

In his bankruptcy papers, which were 
signed by Thaw yesterday afternoon 
while outside the Poughkeepsie Jail, he 
showed startling figures. He places his 
assets at $128,012, his HMabilities at $453,- 
140. 

Thaw, through his attorney, sets forth 
hat he does not believe he owes the 
$453,140. He names 13 creditors and gives 
the amount which they claim he owes. 
Of this number only two claims are un- 
disputed. He admits owing Mrs. Mary 
I. Thaw, his mother, $191,500, and he 
also approves the claim of Roger 
O'Mara for $400 fees as a detective. 

Disputes Many Claimse. 

There then follows in his paper a 
list of creditors and their amounts. It 
is understood that Thaw disputes every 
one of them and will insist that O’Mara 
as his receiver sift the claims to the 
bottom. 

The list includes: James G. Graham, 
Poughkeepsie, N, Y., $2954; Dr. Graham 
Hammond, New York, $1000; Dr. Charles 
G. Wagner, New York, $4000; Dr. Smith 
I. Jelliffe, New York, $5200: Dr. Britton 
Evans, New York, $600; Martin W. Lit- 
tleton, $8000; Hartridge & Peabody, $6000;

The discovery Saturday of cash and 
securities amounting to nearly $24,000 in 
the box car in which Peter Meyer, the 
Jerseyville hermit, had lived for several 
years, corroborates the Coroner's ver- 
dict that death was due to natural 
causes and disproves the theory that the 
old man had been murdered for his 
money. 

The money and valuables were found 
in an irom box under the head of the 
bed in the box car, near where Meyer's 
body was found. State’s Attorney 
George W. Seago, City Attorney O. H. 
Richards and Deputy Sheriff R. B. 
Shortal searched the car and found the 
box. The papers inside were carefully 
arranged. 

Deeds of Trust Found. 

There was $500 in currency, and deeds 
of trust on St. Louis real estate for 
$10,000, $7800, $3000 and $2100. The hermit’s 
will also was found. This will made 
City Attorney Riéhards executor. Its 
contents will not be made public until 
it is filed for probate. 

Meyer’s wife had for four years been 
an inmate of the insane asylum at 
Jacksonville. He also had a nephew, 
George Schelee, living a few miles south 
of Jerseyville. 

The box car in which Meyer lived was 
merely the body of a car and it rested 
on a foundation of stone. It was a com- 
fortable home and was neatly furnished. 
Meyer was a familiar figure on the 
streets and was sociable and well-liked. 

Was Lenient to Debtors, 

He was smooth-shaven and when he 
appeared in public dressed neatly, 
though inexpensively. He transacted 
much of his business through a Jersey- 
ville bank and it is said that he was 
never harsh in his financial dealings, 
being always willing to extend time on a 
loan if the debtor asked it. 

The funeral will be held Sunday af- 
ternoon from the German Evangelical 
Church, of which Meyer was a member.

J. T. Liewellyn and S. J. Liewellyn, 
with Dr. S. B. Balderston, all from Chi- 
cago, stood in the bow of the tug and 
watched anxiously for the coming of the 
big. liner. Out at quarantine the Chi- 
cagoaons boarded the big ship and in- 


quired for E. H. Liewellyn. It was re- 
ported that he was dying of cancer of 
the stomach. The trio from Chicago 
found the sick man, bundled him into 
an ambulance at the pier and then 
hurried to the Grand Central Station for 
a fast trip to the West. 

The ill Mr. Llewellyn, who is an of- 
ficial of the Malleable Castings Co., was 
traveling through Germany when he 
suddenly became ill at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main. He took a special train to the 
coast, hired a special boat to cross the 
English Channel, and cabled his broth- 
ers to meet the Mauretania on this side 
with a doctor. 

It was a fast race with death and 
the Chicago men lost no time that mon- 
ey and ingenuity could save. During 
the trip over, the wireless sputtered 
constant messages to and from the ship, 
notifying the waiting Chicago brothers 
of the condition of the patient. 

At the end of the race across the ocean 
the patient was very low indeed, and 
had to be carried from the ship. The 
entire party took the 18-hour. train for 
Chicago.

On the issue of election frauds all good citizens 
stand together. Legal means should be exhaust- 
ed to discover whether frauds have been commit- 
ted, to obtain evidence and when evidence of 
fraud is found to prosecute the offenders. 

No candidate can afford to stand pat on elec- 
tion returns which indicate the commission of 
crimes against the ballot box. No candidate can 
be elected who opposes the opening of primary 
ballot boxes in all cases where the returns indi- 
cate frauds. The willing beneficiary of primary 
election frauds will not be regarded by the peo- 
ple as a desirable man for ,any public office. 

Mr. Ball is probably right in saying that legal 
means can be found to discover whether frauds 
have been committed and to punish the offend- 
ers should evidence of fraud be obtained. 

Gov. Folk’s offer of a reward for information 
leading to the conviction of any persons guilty 
of committing election crimes is a start in the 
right direction. It should first be determined 
what proceedings should be taken to’ ascertain 
the facts.

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A FRENCH CRITIC OF AMERICAN BEAUTY. 
It will be a shock to Americans of Puritan an- 
cestry to hear the verdict of the much-traveled 
Huges Le Roux that the beauty of American 
women is not found in those of Puritan blood. 

Le Roux studied American women at first 
hand and the published results of his study 
is a book, “L’Amour aux Etats-Unis,” just issued 
in Paris. In a chapter devoted to American 
beauty the author asserts tliat not in New Eng- 
land is it to be-found, but in ihe Missigsippi Val- 
ley. The great beauties, he says,-are descendants 
of early French settlers blended with Irish blood 
and having an appreciable percentage of Spanish.

HAT American housewife is able to tell a cold storage chicken from a 
W fresh one? How many American households regularly eat “fresh” 
chicken that is only “fresh” in its recent resurrection from the seclusion 
of two or three years in the refrigerator of the storage company? 
It has long been the boast of the cold-storagemen that fowls are just as de- 


culture. One object of the report is to furnish a graphic guide to chicken pur- 
chasers, so that they may be able to tell the fresh chicken from the cold- 


When you see a chicken, the muscles of which are so drawn as to cause it 
to hang, for instance, with the head doubled up; when the skin is mottled 
although not putrefying odor;

The fresh-killed chicken, continues the report, has a clean, pale, soft yellow 
skin, translucent enough to show salmon pink flesh beneath, and flexible—there 
are no signs of reddish or greenish blotches; the comb and gills are a brilliant 
red and the feather papillae distinct because of their elevation above the skin, 
although of the same color. When drawn, it is exceedingly easy to tell the 
fresh chicken from the cold-storage fow!; the flesh and muscles of the former 
are a salmon pink in color, and the interior organs have an unmistakable bloom. 
The 2-year-old or 38-year-old chicken has none of that tint on the muscles and 
skin. The skin itself is leathery; there are red-rust spots and perhaps green 
blotches, The body is covered with irregular hollows and distended lumps, 
where watery slime or gas collects. The feather papillae have darkened. Ex- 
posure to the air for a few hours produces a characteristic odor approaching 
that of putrid flesh. 

The Department of Agriculture’s experts thus sums up: ‘The dictum of the 
warehousemen that there is no change in cold-storage poultry and that it may 
be kept for an indefinite period cannot be accepted in its entirety, Both micro- 
scopic study and taste of the cooked fow! confirm the fact that degeneration does 
take place. 


“It seems most desirable that a careful study should be made to determine | 


whether such alterations as have been noted affect the appearance and histo- 
logical integrity of the flesh only, or whether, as has been asserted by some, 
the consumption of poultry after long periods of cold storage, is not responsible 
for some of the obscure intestinal disorders and the imperfect metabolism from 
which modern humanity, especially the dwellers in large cities, are so apt to 
suffer.’

OLYMPIC FOUL 


Returning Canadian Athletes Say 
Americans Deliberately Arranged 
Defeat of Halswelle. 





MONTREAL, Aug. 8.—The Canadian 
Olympic team was met by a crewd of 
admirers on its return frem England 
last night. The athletes were escorted 
through the streets to the Montreal 
Athletic Club amid cheers and plaudits. 

J. H. Crocker, manager of the team, 
sides with the English athletes and offi- 
cials in the dispute with the American 
team. He says: 

“Starting with the hele digging inci- 
dent for the pole vault and finishing 
up with the foul in the 400 meters, the 
Americans made themselves thoroughly 
disliked by other’ competitors and de- 
spised by the officials and the English 
people. i 

Most of their protests were of the 
most trivial nature. They had gone 
into the tug of war as an after thought 
more than anything else, and expected, 
with their weight men and shot putters, 
to win. They had never had any prac- 
tice in the tug ef war, and when they 
got up against a team of trained men 
like the Liverpool policemen, every man 
of them a giant, the Americans were 
pulled over the mark like a let’ of chil- 
dren. Then came the howl about the 
boots of the policemen. They wore enly 
their ordinary service boots and the 
American protest was derided on all 
sides.’”’ 

Speaking of the famous 400-meter 
race, in which Carpenter, the Ameri- 
can, was alleged to have “bored” Hals- 
welle, Mr, Crocker declared emphat- 
ically that it was one of the most de- 
liberate fouls that could have been 
devised. More than that, Mr. Crocker 
avers that the foul was premeditated.

Helen was 22 months old. She found 
the liniment Monday on a mantle 
in her father’s room and swallowed a 
part of it. A physician was summoned 
Tuesday, and she apparently improved 
until Thursday, when her condition be- 
came worse, and Friday she died. 

Freddie is 7 years old. He was at 
play Friday afternoon with two young- 
er brothers, at their home, 3826 Ne- 
braska avenue, and they found in a 
cellar a one-pound loaded shell, a relic 
of the Spanish-American war, given to 
Freddie’s mother by Joseph Thompson, 
her brother, who served in the war. 

Freddie pounded the shell against a 
wall, and it exploded. His hand was 
torn and his face and chest powder 
burned, 

At Alexian Brothers’ Hospital Freddie 


is considered one of the bravest pa- 
tients ever treated there. He wags con- 
scious until an anaesthetic was admin- 
istered on the operating table, and 


chatted gaily with the surgeons around 
him. He @idn’t cry once, although the 
wound was very painful. 

The explosion of the shell blew out 
a nearby cellar window an? startled the 
neighborhood. ‘It is regarded as re- 
markable that Freddie escape’ as light- 
ly as he did. The chances favor hia 
recovery.

ACTION NO. 5 


Oklahoma to Be Mrs. Mur- 
tagh’s Field if Fourth 
Suit Fails.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Mrs. Sata Alice 
Cunningham Murtagh is contemplating 
changing her base of action to the 
courts of Oklahoma in an effort to di- 
vorce her rich husband, Richard W. 
Murtagh, of the Amsdell Brewing Co., 
of Albany. 

According to a dispatch received from 
Oklahoma City last night the woman’s 
newest attorney, Robert B. - Reynolds, 
is there examining the divorce laws of 
that State with a view to having Mrs. 
Murtagh become a resident of Oklahoma 
for a year if her fourth action for 
divorce, which has been transferred 
from the local department of the Su- 
preme Court to Albany, should fail. 
According to Reynolds, the trial of the 
action will take place in Albany within 
the next two weeks. 

Lawyer Consults Roosevelt, 

Reynolds, just before he went west. 
visited cresident Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay and discussed with him that well- 
known feature of Mrs. Murtagh’s many 
suits in which she charges her husband 
with conspiricy to defraud the govern- 
ment by the misuse of revenue stamps 
in connection with the products of the 
brewery. 

Besides the suit pending against her 
husband Mrs. Murtagh has another ac- 
tion for $25,000 damages against Eugene 
E. Flanagan of Albany, formerly her 
attorney, She alleges that Flanagan 
slandered her in referring to her as a 
“liar and a lunatic.”’ 

Says, Murtagh Has Affinity. 

Among Mrs. Murtagh’s sensational 
charges against her husband is the alle- 
gation that he and his lobbyist friends 
‘the Third Estate’’ at Albany have 
tried to railroad her to an asylum for 
he insane. She declares she knows many 
secrets involving charges of the “black 
cavalry.”’ 

Mrs. Murtagh has been examined 
three times on charges of lunacy and 
promounced sane on each occasion. 

The Murtaghs were married in 1884 and 
separated in 1906. 

In her most recent divorce suit Mrs. 
Murtagh accuses her husband of hav- 
ing an affinity, with whom he has 
been seen in public on various occasions, 
and whom he is said to have introduced 
as Mrs. Murtagh.
